5 Inches by Noon, With No Respite Seen 
Snow, Snow and More Snow Falling at Record Rate

In case you haven't already 


guessed it, here's some discom- 
forting information to go along 
with your aching muscles — 
snow has been falling on the 
Fox Valley area so far this 
winter at a record-setting pace. 


As of noon today, five inches 


of fresh snow had come down to 
go along with 3.4 inches earlier 
this 
month, 13.1 inches 
in 


December 
and 3.6 inches in 


November. The total of 25.1 
inches is 4.3 inches more than 
all the snow which fell in the 
Fox Valley last winter. 


But what's even more, Wis- 


consin-Michigan Power Co. rec- 
ords indicate that the greatest 
amount 
of 
snowfall 
in 
one 


winter was in 1928-29 when it 


came to 93.5 inches. On Jan. 6, 


1929 only 15 inches had fallen. 
We're already 10 inches ahead 
of the record-setting year. 


Conservative predictions call- 


ed for accumulations of between 
4 and 
7 inches. 
By noon, 


however, it seemed more realis- 
tic to expect snowfall to total 
considerably in excess of 7 
inches. 


Highway Bulletin

What 


causes my feet to have such a 
terrible odor? It is not as notice- 
able in the summer when I 
wear open shoes. Is there any 
way to solve this problem? — 
Mrs. G.E. 


Let's analyze the sources of 


odor, and see if that won't help 
you. 


We all have variations in the 


way our bodies behave, and this 
includes the activity of sweat 
glands. Some of us perspire 
heavily. Others complain of 
dryness. For some the problem 
Is moist palms, for 
others 


underarm perspiration, for still 
others, the feet. 


Some of the sweat glands 


excrete fluid which carries an 
odor. Others do not — but the 
warm moisture lets bacteria 
flourish, and that is a source of 
much of the odor. All of us have 
bacteria on our skin, although 
the 
amount 
and 
the 
type 


doubtless varies greatly from 
person to person. 


You have noticed that with 


open shoes, you have less odor. 
You can credit this to evapora- 
tion. Your feet remain drier, 
and that limits bacterial action. 


With all that in mind, you will 


see why the following measures 
help reduce foot odor: 


—Scrupulous cleansing. Feet 


should be washed daily. Just 
standing in the shower, or even 
taking a bath, won't clear away 
stray bacteria. Work up a good 
soapy lather on your feet. A 
germicidal soap probably will 
help. 


—Dust feet and shoes with 


foot powder. Your druggist will 
have several reliable brands. 
The foot powders have both a 
drying and a deodorizing effect. 


—You might well try using 


one of the standard prepara- 
tions for underarm perspiration. 
They are astringent and tend to 
suppress perspiration and odor. 


—Soaking the feet in a 3 to 5 


per cent solution of formalin is 
effective.

$608 Million 
In Baby Bonus 


Government Pays 
All Families for 
Having Children

OTTAWA (AP) - Canadians 


will pocket about $608 million in 
tax-free government payments 
this fiscal year, just for having 
families. 


The payments are made un- 


der Canada's family allowance 
and youth allowance programs. 
Many people lump them as the 
"baby bonus." 
Some Ameri- 


cans have suggested a similar 
U.S. plan as part of antipoverty 
planning. 


The payoff to parents is a sub- 


stantial slice of Canadian gov- 
ernment costs. For comparison: 
Total expenditures by the De- 
partment of National Defense 
for the same year ending next 
March 31 are estimated at $1.57 
billion. 


Aimed at equalizing oppor- 


tunities for children, the family 
allowance law went into effect 
in 1945, when Canada's popula- 
tion was about 12 million. The 
postwar baby crop and immi- 
gration have pushed the popula- 
tion to 20 million, making the 
allowance one of the 
main 


planks in Canada's social wel- 
fare structure. 


Sliding Scale 


At the start, the program pro- 


vided payments of $5 a month 
for each child from birth to age 
5, $6 up to the 10th birthday, $7 
to the 13th and 8 to the 16th. 


This was changed in 1957 to $6 


a month from birth to the 10th 
birthday and $8 from there to 
the 16th. 


A sliding scale that reduced 


payments for fifth and succes- 
sive children in any one family, 
written into the original law, 
was removed in 1949. 


A government official said the 


thinking behind this scale was 
that a larger family could cut 
the clothing bill by using hand- 
me-downs. This didn't hold true

Although 
they recovered somewhat dur- 
ing the summer, heavier mar- 
ketings in early fall had driven 
the market down to about $20 a 
hundredweight in early Novem- 
ber, off about $8 from the year's 
peak. 


Hog production in the 10 lead^ 


ing states increased about 9 peri 
cent during the winter and' 
spring as breeders were influ- 
enced somewhat by the rela- 
tively light supplies in the clos-l 
ing months of 1965. At that time, 
best grades brought almost $29 
a hundredweight at their peak. 
That was an advance of more 
than $12 from the year's low. 


In its outlook for the months 


ahead, the government predict- 
ed hog slaughter will continue 7 
to 10 per cent above a year ago 
with prices remaining under 
pressure of liberal offerings. 


Slaughter steer prices started 


the year on the steady advance 
for several weeks but they, too, 
reversed 
the 
trend 
sharply. 


They topped at $29.70 for the 
year on March 10. By the end 
of June the market had dropped 
to $24.98, based on weekly aver- 
ages of choice grade. The gov- 
ernment reported producers had 
6 per cent more cattle on feed. 
in the April-June quarter than 
for the comparable period a 
year earlier and that cattle 
slaughter for the first eight 
months of 1966 was 5 per cent 
larger than a year ago.

The observation that truth is stranger 


[than fiction will forever be applied to the 
assassination of President Kennedy and its 
subsequent events. Now, Jack Ruby, who 
gunned down Lee Harvey Oswald before 
live television cameras in the basement of 
the Dallas police station, has died in the 
same hospital as did Oswald and the 
President. 


Aside from his victim, the crime of 


which Ruby was accused was unique in the 
history of the American judicial system. 
Who could doubt Ruby's guilt when the 
shooting was witnessed from coast to coast 
on television. But he died not convicted 
before the law. 


Thanks in part to the 
free-wheeling 


rules of a Texas trial court. Ruby's 
conviction of murder in the first degree 
was reversed by the Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals, the state's supreme 
court. The high court ruled that the trial 
court was in error in allowing police 
testimony to the effect that Ruby had told 
them he planned to kill Oswald if he got 
the 
chance 
after 
he 
had 
seen 
the 


expression on Oswald's face via television 
while the assassin was being held by 
police. 


A new trial was ordered, and the trial 


was to be in another place than Dallas. 
Chances are he would have been convicted 
on a lesser charge or even merely sent to a 


The Spice Case 


The Outagamie County Board's law 


enforcement committee gave county law 
enforcement a setback this week when it 
voted unanimously to set the salary of 
Undersheriff Calvin L. Spice at the bottom 
of his pay grade.

Spice is not a Johnny-eome-lately to law 


enforcement. He has had nearly 20 years 
of full time police experience — four as 
sheriff. He likes law enforcement. He put 


mental hospital. But cancer ended Ruby's 
part in the assassination story. 


Thanks to the same kind of security 


exhibited by Dallas police on the morning 
Oswald was shot, it turns out now that 
Ruby's deathbed explanation of the Oswald 
shooting will be available on a commercial 
recording. A tape recorder was smuggled 
into Ruby's hospital room while Dallas 
police stood guard. 


The recording maintains Ruby's version 


of the killing in his final months. He said 
the fact he was able to walk into the police 
station basement at the time Oswald was 
being transferred to the county jail was, in 
the first place, due to a coincidence of his 
making an illegal turn into a nearby 
parking lot. At other times. Ruby has been

as

premeditated plan to avenge the death of 
the President. 


The conflict in stories attributed to 


Ruby, like the death without a trial of 
Oswald, will feed the fires for those who

Commission conclusions of the assassina- 
tion. But as is the case in searching for 
other answers not documented in the 
current series of anti-Warren Commission 
publications, the same conclusion must be 
made.

He will be 
earning less than either of the two sheriff 
department lieutenants and less than any 
of the four traffic sergeants- — three of 
whom have held the posts less than seven 
months. 


It seems high time certain factions on 


the county board sign a peace treaty with 
law enforcement heads and begin working 
to make Outagamie County a safer place to 
live. 


Deception Over ffie Bombing 


There is something disturbing about 


the thinly veiled hints in some publications 
that New York Times reporter Harrison 
Salisbury now writing from 
Hanoi is 


doing the enemy's dirty work. 


So far Salisbury is the only American 


newsman who has been allowed by the 
North Vietnamese government into the 
country, although another, Louis Lomax, a 
TV commentator from 
a Los Angeles 


station, has also received a visa and is on 
his way. None of this is the fault of the 
United States Department of State which 
has validated passports for almost sixty 
people, including 47 newsmen, for such 
travel. But the implications are that 
Salisbury and perhaps Lomax were issued 
visas by North Vietnam because they 
would tell the Communist point of view. 


Actually what Salisbury has reported is 


something that certainly our State and 
Defense and military officials must have 
known — that civilian areas were being hit 
by our bombs even though the targets 
were 
strictly 
military 
and 
strategic, 


primarily to halt the floiv of men and 
materiel to the south. Statistics on civilian 
casualties Salisbury obviously got from 
North Vietnamese sources — where else in 
Hanoi? — and he said so in his articles. In 
other articles Salisbury 
quotes North 


Vietnamese officials as saying that the 
bombing really does little to block the 
supply routes. Obviously this again is the 
point the North Vietnamese wish to get 
across to American officials whether or not 
it is true. 


In any sort of comparison the casualty 


figures 
Salisbury reported 
appear 
far 


below those in South Vietnam both from 
terrorist attacks by the Viet Cong and 
accidental or inadvertent bombings by the 
United States. And another New York 
Times reporter, Hanson Baldwin, quotes 
American military officers as disputing 
the Hanoi claims of little serious damage 
•— except to civilians — from the bombs. 


The Administration seems to be making 


the same error about American attitudes 


that it did in not suggesting that civilian 
targets were being hit. This is not a 
popular war in this country. There has 
been 
no 
deep 
emotional 
antagonism 


against the North Vietnamese as there was 
against the Japanese and the Germans in 
World War II or even against the Red 
Chinese after their entry into the Korean 
conflict. 
So the 
effect 
of Salisbury's 


articles, which really divulged nothing 
startling, was really the result of our 
government's deception. It may be that 
Salisbury makes mistakes or that, if he is 
opposed to American participation in the 
war, his opinion influences what he sees 
and how he sees it. But the value is that he 
is seeing it — and telling us what the 
government has failed to tell us. 


But there are other signs in the country 


that must disturb the Administration if it 
bothers to notice. The opposition to the 
draft is not only the work of beatniks, 
pacifists or kooks. Several conservative 
writers have recently pointed out that it is 
really involuntary servitude. Other col- 
umnists, both liberal and conservative if 
labels must be applied, have pointed out 
the inefficiency of our bombing raids as 
far as the use of American men and 
machines is concerned. The 
Salisbury 


articles have tended to suggest that the 
bombing 
raids 
in 
fact 
were 
poorly 


conceived in the belief that the mere sight 
of our planes would scare the North 
Vietnamese into submission. If there is 
more efficiency and more realism results, 
Salisbury will have done our military cause 
a considerable favor. 


It is ridiculous to assert as some writers 


have 
that 
Salisbury 
is 
helping 
the 


Communist cause by portraying the United 
States as a mechanical white monster 
systematically destroying a poor, non-white 
population. Salisbury has written no such 
thing. But his articles have succeeded in 
demonstrating 
once 
again 
both 
our 


government's lack of complete veracity 
and the opposition in the country as well 
as around the world to the war. And that 
is what upsets the hawks.

A colleague of mine remark- 


ed the other day that people 
don't seem to know what they 
are saying — they know the 
words they are using, but they 
don't hear the music, as it 
were.

'•Here's what I mean," he 


said. "I'll get a letter from a 
reader that's as insulting and 
scurrilous as you could ima- 
gine — so nasty that I won't 
even dignify it with an answer. 
Then, a few days later I'll get 
a follow-up letter from 
the 


same p e r s o n , indignantly 
wanting to know why I didn't 
give him 'the courtesy of a 
reply.' " 


This 
has 
been 
my own 


experience, too. The people 
who write the ugliest letters 
are the ones who are most 
quickly insulted when I don't 
favor them with "the courtesy 
of a reply." As far as they're 
concerned, courtesy is a one- 
way street. 


It's possible that some peo- 


ple don't hear themselves. I 
was in a shop recently, when a 
lady and her teen-age daugh- 
ter asked to look at some 
merchandise. 
The clerk was 


snippy about showing it, and 
the lady gently rebuked her MI 
the most polite terms, as she 
walked off with her daughter. 


The clerk called to a friend 


at 
the 
other 
end 
of 
the 


counter, "Did you hear how 
she talked to me? Some nerve, 
huh?" 


If I didn't make it a point 


never 
to 
interfere 
in 
an 


altercation between women, I 
would have leaned over and 
said, "You were the one who 
was rude, my little friend, but 
you're so ill-bred you don't 


even know it. The customer 
was much more of a lady 
toward you than I would have 
been a gentleman!'1 


We all know that we can't 


really hear the way our voices 
sound physically — just listen 
to your vo'ce played back on a 
tape-recorder and it will shock 
you to incredulity. What we 
don't know is that often we 
can't hear the emotional tone 
of our voices, either, and that 
we demand more courtesy and 
consideration in the tone of 
others' than we ourselves give 
to them. 


This is especially true vis-a- 


vis parents and children. What 
the ch'ld listens for is the tone 
of the voice, not so much the 
words. And if he "hears" 
boredom, 
irritation, 
impa- 


tience, hostility, or carefully 
controlJed hysteria, he will 
respond to the emotional af- 
fect, not to the words them- 
selves. Children, in this sense, 
remain pre-verbal for a long 
time; and all of us remain pre- 
verba! forever, in some way. 


Why should we expect a 


courteous reply to an insulting 
letter? Or a charming re- 
sponse from a customer we 
have treated with unwitting 
rudeness? If we learned to 
"hear" ourselves more acute- 
ly, we would hear sweet tones 
from others more frequently.
